The U.S., instead of jump- 
ing out in front, is pursuing 
a behind-the-scenes role. Se- 
cret, informal talks on pos- 
sible Middle East moves are 
under way with Canada, Nor- 
way, Yugoslavia and other 
countries.

Bayonets in Whitechapel 


On February 2, 1918 — as 
is told by Vladimir Jabotin- | 
sky in his book, “The Story 
of the Jewish Legion” — the 
first Jewish Battalion, the 
38th Bn. Royal Fusiliers, | 
under the command of Col- 
onel J.H. Patterson, marched | 
through the city of London | 
and Whitechapel with shin- 
ing bayonets. The soldiers 
had been brought from Ports- | 
mouth to London two days. 
earlier. In Whitechapel, which 
was at first antagonistic to 
the whole Legion idea, there 
were tens of thousands of 
Jews on the streets, at the 
windows and on the roofs. 
Biue-white flags were over 
every shop door; women cry-| 
ing with joy, old Jews with 
fluttering beards muttering 
“Bheheheyanu.” The warm 
and enthusiastic welcome was 
a well-deserved compensation | 
for the il-feeling, hatred and 
ridicule of the preceding 
months.

his supporters in England led 
to favourable repercussions in 
e U.S. where Pinhas — 
tenberg.

A con- 
tingent of about 200 volun- 
teers from Argentina also ar- 
rived in England before the 
cessation of hostilities. ae 
The Jewish Legion played 


Turkish front in Trans-Jor- 


dan, it supplied services for 


the British Middle East army 
from Port Said in Egypt to 
Alexandretta in Asia Minor, 
and served as a pacifying 
force during the early months 
of the armistice. It was also 
intended to form part of the 
peace-time garrison of Pales- 
tine but later developments 
brought an end to this hope. 

The full story of the Legion | 
has yet to be written. The 
men who have served in this 
formation refer to “those 
days” with a feeling of nos- 
talgia, and many who have 
read Jabotinsky’s book can- 
not help but be imbued with 
glowing pride when, in the 
closing paragraph of the book, 
he quotes part of his pro- 
phetie farewell remarks to 
a group of Med Le- 
gionnairés: .

Railways’ Reply 


We have been looking for 
a solution to this problem for 
some time. We have also ap- 
proached the International 
Association of Railroads and 
we hope to receive from them 
guidance about warning sig- 
nals which make less noise 
than those in the Diesel en- 
gines, 

The difficulty is that the 
law obligates the engine dri. 
ver to sound his whistle at 
certain places in order to 
warn the drivers of vehicles, 
and pedestrians. It is worth 
mentioning that while we get 
requests for a quieter whistle, 
we also, from time to time, 
receive requests frum _ the 
public to make the whistle 
louder in order to assure the 
attention of automobile driv- 
ers and of pedestrians. 

In any case, instructions 
have been given to railroad 
workers to use the whistle 
only to the extent which the 
law demands
